SOME QUAINT CANONS.

‘THE election of a bishop in the Diocese 
of Kilmore recalls to mind a curious 
and interesting episode in the history of 
that diocese which took place almost three 
hundred years ago. So accustomed are 
we in Ireland to the assembling of 
Ocesan Synods year by year for the 
transaction of their statutory duties that 
we have come to take them as a mutter 
of course, For many years ‘Synod 
Week ”’ has been a teature of public life 
in Dublin. 

It was not ever thus. When, three 
hundred years ago, Bishop Bedell called 
together the clergy of the Diocese of 
Kilmore in Synod he not only took an 
unheard of course. but he raised such a 
storm of indignation and of protest that 
he was in serious danger of losing not only 
his bishopric, but his liberty. His friend, 
the great Archbishop Ussher, was strongly 
opposed to what he considered a dangerous 
and unnecessary innovation. Bedell], how- 
ever, was a stout antagonist and not to 
be touched with impunity; so, as his

SYNOD AND CANONS. 


In order the better to regulate his 
diocese, which on his advent he had found 
Bishop Bedell, 
with that independence of judgment which 
marked both his opinions and his actions, 
summoned his clergy to a Diocesan Synod. 
The Synod met on September 19th, 1638, 
in the Cathedral Church of Kilmore. At 
its opening Service the Bishop preached 
on the text, “ Thy testimonies are very 
sure; holiness becometh Thy house, O 
Lord, for ever,” and, with this fitting 
overture, the Synod proceeded to the 
business of drawing up canons for the 
reguiation of the -diocese, which all 
present undertook to observe. The Latin 
text of these twenty-fvo canons has been 
preserved, and throws interesting side- 


4) @%ghts upon Church life in the County of 


Cavan three hundred years ago. 

It is evident that reverence in church 
left something to be desired. Little 
boys had a vay of interrupting Divine 
Service by their chatter; for the 
Synod required churchwardens (@conomt 
parochiarum) to that smal] bovs 
(puerult) did not held conversations it 
chuich.

FUNERALS. 


Burials have always been a fruitful 
source of trouble in Jreland, and even to 
this day some of our Irish graveyards are 
in a eondition which is literally shocking. 
In Cavan, three hundred years ago, it 
was. a common practice to bury within 
the church itself, with the result that 
funerals were often accompanied by un- 
seemly sights. Bishop Bedell felt keenlv 
the shame of this, and arranged that both 
his wife and himself should be buried in 
the remotest part of the south side of the 
churchyard of the Cathedral of Kilmore. 
“For having — observed,’ his 
‘such thronging and crowd- 
ing of dead bodies into a small patch of 
ground in church and chancel, and the 
casting up the bones of the dead, often 
before the flesh was returned to the dust, 
sometimes to the annoiance of the living. 
and alwaies to the disquieting of the 
dead....and that meerly out of 
ignorance, pride or superstition, his judze- 
ment was therefore alltogether against 
burial in churches.’”’ According to his 
wishes, his Synod drew up a canon pro- 


sortio

-hibiting any future interments in church 


or within five feet of the wall. Also it 
was decreed that human bones were no 
Jonger to be heaped together, but 
reverently buried. Another canon struci 
at the root of the Irish custom of keening, 
by prohibiting women from lamenting 
end howling (luctum et ululatum) at 
funerals. Some idea of the disorder of 
the diocese which Bedell set himself to 
reform may be gathered from the canon 
which forbids the sanctuary from. beiny 
turned into a meeting place and prohibits 
the Holy Table from being used as a seat 
by Jawyers and writers. 


THE SEQUEL. 


We might well conclude that a Synod 
which itself to regulate defective 
administration and reform gross 
would win universal approval; but it 
was not so three hundred years ago. 
Reformers are rarely universally popular, 
and Bedell had already made by his 


set 
abuse 


- reforming zeal a powerful enemy ‘iin his 


oe 


own Chancellor—a Dr. Cooke. In the 
easy-going days of the past Cooke appears 
to have acquired two habits which cannot 
be broken easily or without pain. One 
was the habit of feathering his own nest: 
the other, the habit of wanting his own 
way. What he called in derision the 
“ Presbyteriall Conventicle of Kilmore’’ 
gave Cooke his chance to make things hot 
for the Bishop with the authorities. 
Tidings of this enormity were carried 
up to Dublin. The authorities were 
alarmed at an innovation that might end 
in anything. Strafford was furious. 
There was talk of a praemunire, of the 
High Commission Court and of the Star 
Bedell was astonished at the 
storm. “TI did never think,” he wrote to 
Archbishop Laud, “that malice could 
have beene so bold or ignorance so blind 
s to set tooth im it.’’ The authorities 
n reflection appear to have come to the 
conclusion that it would be wiser not to 
join issue with the Bishop, who had not 
acted without carefully considering his 
recedents. In another and subsequent 
Korver to Laud he writes: ‘‘ Concerning my 
ringing into the Castle chamber and 
Praemunire for our Diocesan Synode, the 
bruite is much ceased, since men have a 
little looked on their bookes.’’ 
From a letter of Archbishop Laud, pre- 
served amongst the Irish State Papers, it 


seems clear that, in his judgment, the 


Bishop of Kilmore had acted ultra vires. 
“I was in very good hope,” he wrote, 
“you had been so watchfull over your 
roceedings, as that you had prevented 
Danger of running into a Praemunire 

by medling with anything about matter of

Ghe Street of the Publishers, 


I wonder how many million miles of 
printed words leave that Mecca of the 
10Velists and story-writers, Paternoster 
Rew, every year. Almost every building 
there houses a famous publishing concern. 
As long ago as 1228, when the Row was 
fii . built, 1t was possible to obtain crude 
volumes from the text-writers and bead- 
sellers who dwelt there and made a living 
by selling alphabet books with th» 
Pater Noster printed on the back. 
Apparently, their trade was a profitable 
one; for the rents of the houses went to 
pay for the upkeep of London Bridge, 
then a wooden structure, constantly in 
need of repair. 

Paternoster Row was not, however, 
always a street of publishing houses. At 
one time the makers of books shared the 
Row with milliners and cloth-merchants ; 
inceed, the famous citizen of London who 
is known to us as John Gilpin was 
a mercer, whose business premises were 
situated there. 


A Good Stroke of ‘Business. 


After the Great Fire of London, most of 
the milliners ot Paternoster Row moved 
westward to the more select precincts of 
Covent Garden, though, as late as 1720, 
the narrow street was still a favourite 
shopping centre for the ladies of fashion. 
In that year, at the Sign of the Ship, 
Taylor published “Robinson Crusoe,’’ a. >r 
Defoe had hawked the manuscript all over 
London in an attempt to sell it. Never 


-did a publisher do a better stroke of busi-

‘Robinson Crusoe became a 
‘* best-seller,’’ and Taylor made so much 
mcney out of it that he bought the Sign 
of the Black Swan, next door, and there, 
In conjunction with Thomas Longman, 
founded what is now Longmans, Green, 
and Co., the oldest publishing house in 
England.

A Cosu Muff. 


The number of persons who utilise an 
old coat for the purpose of keeping the 
radiator of their cars warm are numerous. 
I have seen all sorts of muffs used, and 
{ cannot help thinking that t'e home- 
made varieties, which are made for 
warmth, and not tor appearance, are, 
without doubt, the most efficient and 
satisfactorv. Not long ago, when driving 
along a rather windswept and unutterably 
dreary road near the Dublin mountains, 
I noticed a ear parked outside a wayside 
cottage, and, as the day was very cold, I 
was inclined to envy its lot. Its radiator 
was swathed completely in the luxurious 
folds of a dainty down quilt, which had 
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: Ghe Wexford Breed. 


During a sudden visit to Wexford I was 
at a loss to know how to pass the evening 
after dinner. I strolled into the hotel 
smoke-room and asked advice, but instead 
of that I got information. In_ the 
immediate vicinity 1 had shown to me the 
site of the house, once the rectory, where 
Lady Wilde was born. She was Miss 
Jane Frances LElgee, the  réctor’s 
daughter. Her brother achieved the dis- 
tinetion of becoming Judge in New 
Orleans, while she herself was a con- 
tributor to the Nation even before her 
marriage to Sir William Wilde, not yet 
knighted, in 1845. Her letters to the 
Nation were signed John Fanshaw Ellis, 
maintaining her initials, and an admirer 
wishing to meet that gentleman was 
rather astonished to learn that “ he’’ 
would be found at Dr. Wilde’s residence, 
and more astonished still when the Doctor 
produced the author in his wife. Later 
she achieved a certain fame as 
‘‘ Speranza ” for her poetry, but she is 
best remembered for her attempt to graft 
the literary salon of France upon the 
soil of Dublin, and the strange attire in 
which she presided over her court of wit. 
I was further interested to learn that the 
same house had seen the birth of Sir 
tobert McClure, the discoverer of the 
North-West Passage in 1807. 


AC oore's ACother. 


I could not leave Wexford without a 
look at'the birthplace of Thomas Moore’s 
mother. The family of Codd, to which 
she belonged, were the owners of the Ark 
Tavern in Corn Market. Her sisters 
career was “more nearly touched with 
romance than her own. A little out of 
the town used to stand an inn mutch 
frequented by farmers going to or from 
market, and squires and gentry. moving 
home from the meet. The attraction was 
not so much the stout Wexford beer as the 
hand that drew and served it, that of 
“ pretty Molly Codd.’’ Virtuous as she 
was winsome, she captured. the heart and 
hand of one of those squires. They were 
married in the teeth of much opposition 
from the squire’s people, who objected to 
what seemed to them a mésalltance, 
though the family of Codd was good, if 
impoverished. They were able to flatter 
themselves later on the lover’s obstinacy. 


Local Delicacies. 


I met a friend the other day who was 
indignant over the lack of appreciation 
of some of our “ local delicacies,’’ a sub- 
ject mentioned recently in the “ Diary.” 
Whenever he went to London, he’ said, 
he saw in the window of a Bond street 
restaurant a _ beautifully-arranged dish 
of succulent shell-fish, labelled ‘* the 
delicious Dublin prawn.’’ Here we make 
nothing of it, and tourists to Dublin 
hardly ever, hear of it; yet it is found 
in abundance almost the year round in 
what is known as the Lambay deep, quite 
close to Dublin. In other parts of the 
British Isles it is so rare as to be almost 
unknown; in fact, outside Dublin, it 1s 
common only in a few spots on the coast 
of Norway, and, curiously enough, near 
Fiume, on the Adriatic Sea. It is not 
really a true prawn, but many people 
think it superior in flavour to the lobster, 
and, of course, it is very much cheaper. 
What a pity that, during the tour'st 
scason, the Dublin restaurants do not 
boom this truly local delicacy. 


“ lambon de Limerick.” 


My friend went on to tell me that 
frequently, in Paris restaurants, he has 
seen announced on the bill of fare 
‘‘ Jambon de Limerick,’’ though, I daroe- 
say, in Ireland, where people seem actually 
to prefer Chinese, Danish or American 
bacon, the tasty product of Limerick 
would hardly be counted as a local 
delicacy. Not everyone appreciates sloke ; 
yet, it is a peculiarly Irish sea-weed, and 
there are clubs in Dublin which make it 
a regular feature of the menu, and where 
it is eaten with relish by some of the 
members al! the year round. Cork, I aim: 
told, boasts a particular type of black 
pudding called ‘‘ drisheen,’’ and probably 
in other parts of Ireland will be found 
dishes that are never eaten outside 
these shores. 


Frencn Canadians. 
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At the entrance 
in Ouebec stands 


to the City Hall Park 
an imposing memorial 
to Louis Hébert, the Parisian chemist 
who left his home so long ago and adven- 
tured forth to become the first farmer in 
Crerada. At the base of the statue there 
are seventy-one names; the first eleven of 
these belong to the pioneers from France 
who reached Canada between 1615 and 
1641. The remaining sixty are those who 
went there during the twenty-five years 
that followed, and it is of interest to note 
how those names have persisted to this 
day in the citv of Quebec. 

The telephone directory contains ten of 
the eleven original French names; and, 
out of the whole seventy-one, sixty still 
flourish in that place. ‘‘The Cétés,”’ 
someone has said, “ are the Smiths of 
Quebec."* No people in the world love 
their country more dearly than do the 
French-Canadians; and we are told that 
more than two hundred families still 
occupy the very farms that were tilled 
first by their’ French ancestors in the 
seventeenth century.

Among the portraits of note is that ol 
Octavius Wallace (125), by Dermod O'Brien, 
President of the Academy, who has caught 
a natural play of colour and expression in 
the features and pose. Mr. O’Brien has 
also a number of landscape studies done in 
those warm tones which make his. work 
always. so satisfying. ‘‘The Road from the 
Plage ’’ (108) and “ Grey Weather ’’ (116) area 
nicely contrasting pair of scenes at Cassis. 
Me David N. Ingles, A.R.H.A., has found 
a good subject for his canvas in ‘ Sir Arthur 
Du Cros” (106). On the opposite wall 1s 
an effective portrait study of a lady in “ The 
Green Shawl’’ (181), by that promising 
painter, Mr. Maurice McGonigle. Vigorous 
work and understanding of his subject are 
reflected in Mr, John Keating's. arresting 
portrait of Mr. Laurence J. Kettle (79), 
while the same artist has also a fine canvas 
in '“ Thunder on the Left” (206) (lent by 
Dr. Bethel Solomons), in which the rugged 
hardy type of countryman is splendidly 
painted. There is a keen sense of humour 
in Mr. Keating’s sketch, “ The Irish States- 
man ’’—a bit of work that will recall many 
memories of the ‘‘troubled times.’’ There 
are many other portraits one would like to 
mention, but one must pass on with a parting 
reference to Mr. Gerald F. Kelly's compelling 
study of “Arthur Bourchier’’ in his famous 
part as “John Silver “” (154), and Mr, I’. C. 
Mulock’s painting, “ The Dark Lady *’ (87)— 
on2 of the most impressive canvases on view. 

STILL LIFE. 

The art of Mr. H. Davis Richter as a 
painter of still life is too well known to need 
description. He has surpassed himself in the 
bir canvas, “A Vegetarian Feast ' (26)—a 
work which must win the warm approval 
of even the most Lucullan taste.  '' 
Sumptuous Bunch ’’ (85), by the same artist, 
fully merits the title. It is a glorious bunch 
of colour. Other painters who have been 
very successful with still life paintings are 
Mr, J. Crampton Walker, with two lovely 
bunches of Polyanthus (Nos. 28 and 59); 
Mr. Hans Iten, with ‘* Thoughts of Autumn” 
(77), and Miss. Elsie M. Robson, with 
‘*Delphiniums and Iceland Poppies’’ (76). 
The Impressionist school is represented solely 
by Mr. Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., who has 
two characteristic works in “ The Avenger ”’ 
(78), and **‘ Now or Never, ' The artist has 
spared neither pain nor colour and the 
canvases stand out strikingly, though the 
unversed will find it difficult to catch their 
fleeting message. 

Mr. Sean. O'Sullivan, A.R.H.A., has a 
couple of notable portraits in oils. That of 
“Goddard Henry uad ”. (61) is very happy 
in its treatment, but the pose of “E. A. 
McGuire "’ (52), the tennis champion, is just 
a little too stiff. Mr. O'Sullivan has a 
number of lovely portrait drawings in which 
he has caught to life such well known people 
as “Maud Gonne McBride,” Dr. Patrick 
Brown, Mr. J. B. Yeats and Dr. Larchet. 

CONNEMARA STUDIES, 

Mr. Charles Lamb, A.R.H.A., is another 
who has some strong portrait studies of Con 
nemara types His “Connemara Woman 
Knitting’ (15) is very faithful, the fine old 
face, strong hands, and the warm wooily 
shawl, with apron and red skirt, being true 
to type. Another portrait study of sone 
Connemara Woman ”’ (115) is by Miss Helen 
Yates, a promising young painter, who has 
three canvases honoured,’ and steadily 
continues to improve, There is a quiet 
strength in this study. More impressive still 
is her painting of “ Betty’ (42) in the 
Main Gallery—probably the best work this 
young painter has yet done. The colour 
scheme is well presented, and there is a 
lovelv satisfying glow about the werk. Her 
painting of ‘‘ The Music-Maker’’ (162) also 
is very happy. 

LANDSCAPES. 

Of landscapes there is such a wide range 
that one finds it difficult in a single notice 
to cover all one would like to mention. 

Mr. Frank McKelvey, A R.H.A., has quite 
a number, of which ‘‘ Blackberry Gatherers ”’ 
(151) and “ Lake at Hillsboro’’’ (152) are 
good examples. Mr. J. Humbert Craig, 
R.H.A., is also strongly represented, and his 
pair in the Main Gallery—‘‘The River Bann ”’ 
(56) and “The Glenveagh Hills’’ (41)—catch 
the eye at once. In the same gallery is a 
fine painting by Lady Butler of ‘‘ Daybreak 
on a Night March in Flanders’’ (97), drawn 
with that calrity of line so characteristic, and 
full of atmosphere. At the other end of the 
room “' Tales of a Grandfather’”’ (49) is a 
very colourful work by Miss Flora M. Reid. 
Mr. Borlase Smart has made ‘‘ Portwidden 
Beach ' (64) a rugged, compelling work, 
whilst close by ‘‘ The Enchanting Hills ”’ 
(57), by Lewis T. Gibb, and ‘‘ Le Monument 
aux Morts, Le Mont Dore’’ (56), by Miss 
Henriette Healy, are pleasing both in con- 
ception and technique. Mr. Julius Olsson 
has a couple of paintings after his distinctive 
style. ‘‘ Nightfall ” (150) is a fine study in 
cloud effects, whilst “ Silver Morning ” (196) 
shows the same lovely touche though not on 
so sweeping a scale. Sir George Clausen has 
put plenty of life into his study, “The 
Storm ” (160), the sweep of angry clouds 
being well achieved. Other works which 
caught the eye were colourful landscapes by 
Miss Letitia M. Hamilton and Miss Eva 
Hamilton, some fanciful studies in brilliant 
colours by Mrs. B. Campbell, a fine study of 
‘The Sovereign Islands ' (44), by Hugh C, 
Charde, and *‘ A Landscape Painter's Dav— 
Howth ” (48), by Henry W. Moss, in which 
the painter departs somewhat from his usual 
golden tones. 

There are some excellent miniatures, and 
also finished pieces of sculpture, but mention

BAD WEATHER DELAYS FARMERS. 


From A SpectaL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday. 
during the past few months has 
seriously inconvenienced the agricultural 
community throughout the South of 
Ireland. Not for many years have they 
been so compulsorily backward in their 
work: for they have been virtually idle 
through the month of March, which is 
normally one of their busiest seasons. 
The continuous heavy rains renderea 
tillage operations out of the question, and, 
despite the tradition that potatoes should 
be set before St. Patrick’s Day, they are 
still out of the ground in many centres. 
Even at this late period of the year 
large areas in low-lying districts through- 
out County Cork still remain under water, 
and although the surface is comparatively 
dry in the higher parts, the sub-soil is 
still sodden. Fine weather for a week or 
more is needed before work can be com- 
menced, but, in any event, a late season 
seems certain. 


RAT-INFESTED HOSPITAL. 


It is a matter of urgent necessity that 
immediate steps should be taken to cope 
with the plague of rats at the Cork 
Mental Hospital. The institution is de- 
scribed as “an ideal place for rats,”’ 
having been built in ‘‘ fourteenth century 
style, with catacombs. underneath like 
those in ancient Rome,’’ and at a‘ recent 
meeting of the Home Committee Dr. 
McCarthy, the Resident Medical Officer, 
stated that there were thousands oi 
rodents in the asylum. 

Even the form of rat poison recently 
recommended by: the Department of 
Public Health proved a failure. When 
it was given to two rats that had been 
caught in a trap they ‘i-ed for three days 
afterwards. 

The fact that one of the hospital 
patients. is suffering from that : rare 
disease, rat-bite fever, serves to demon- 
strate the urgency of the probiem. It 
may be true that the sitúation is not un- 
usual in institutions of this type, where 
it is difficult to prevent patients from 
carrying food around in their pockets and 
throwing it away in out-of-the-way 
corners. 

Dr: McCarthy also informed the Com- 
mittee that formerly they had a man who 
killed more than a thousand rats annually 
at the hospital. The present rat-catcher, 
a patient, was not very good, said the 
doctor, and it seemed as though the 
services of a professional rat-catcher were 
required, as frequently they had to take 
up the flooring to remove the bodies of 
poisoned rats. 


SHANNON BOARD AND CORK. 


Without ceremony of any kind, the 
control of the lighting and power business 
of the Cork Electric Supply Company was 
taken over a few days ago by the 
Electricity Supply Board, marking 
another important stage towards the 
fullest development of the Shannon 
schenie. As was stated in this column last 
week. the reduced charges which will now 
come into force will be greatly welcomed 
by the citizens. 

No change has been made on the staff of 
the old company, all the officials and 
employés having been retained, and, 
despite fears to the contrary, the tramway 
system will continue to be run by the Cork 
Electric Supply Co., Ltd.

ture. “The County Council ts working 
on an overdraft,’’ he declared, ** and, just 
as there is room for national economy, so 
is there great room for local economy, an. 
we should follow that policy instead of 
that will-o’-the-wisp de-rating, which is 
nothing but a mockery, a delusion and a 
snare.”’ 

Mr. J. Applebe was doubtless referrinz 
to the rash generosity of the Council in 
regard to the development of the Irish 
language and other movements when he 
said that it was the ‘‘ side-shows”’ 
than the upkeep of roads and simi!

NEGRO SPIRITUALS. 


PAUL ROBESON’S RECITAL IN 
DUBLIN. 


At the last of the seasan’s ‘‘ Celebrity ’’ 
concerts in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, the 
attraction was Paul RoBeson, a coloured 
vocalist, whose ability as an exponent of 
negro spirituals and other folk songs of the 
coloured folk in the Southern States of 
America has been made known far and wide 
by some excellent gramaphone records. There 
was a large audience, attesting the interest 
aroused by his visit. 

With a pleasant voice, yielding at times 
some ‘fine. deep bass notes, Mr. Robeson has 
a commanding figure and a quietly confident 
platform manner. With these aids he com- 
mends to sympathetic acceptance the simple 
rhythms of the negro folk songs. Many of 
these songs now are widely known, and the 
audience enjoyed Mr. Robeson’s delivery of 
such numbers as ‘‘ Deep River,” ‘‘I’se going 
to tell God all my Troubles,’’ ‘‘ Steal Away,’ 
‘‘Scandalise my Name” and “I got a 
Robe.” To pianoforte accompaniment by 
Me. Lawrence Brown, who made the arrange- 
ments of many of these negro songs for 
concert rposes, Mr. Robeson sang many 
others of the same kind. One of the most 
effective was the negro preacher's quaint 
‘‘ Exhortation,”” while a striking song, with 
different associations, was the convict song. 
‘Water, Boy.” Among the numerous extra 
songs presented in response to encore calls 
was 'Ole Man River, ' which was written 
for Mr. Robesor to sing in a Drury Lane 
play in which he had a part. 

Pianoforte solos hy Ania Dorfmann were 
enjoyable parts of the concert. Miss Dort- 
mann played compositions. by Mozart, Schu- 
bert, Chopin, Schuwann and Mendelssohn. 
and also some brilliant arrangements of

THE ACTIVITY OF WALL STREET. 

The New York Correspondent of the 
Evening Standard cabled on Saturday :—The 
spring bull market goes merrily on, and 
at its present rate of progress bids fair to 
rival the historic rising markets of recent 
years. The swift pace of the recovery move- 
ment from the low levels of November last 
to the prices of the present time is estimated 
to have cancelled 50 per cent. of the losses 
sustained in the selling wave of the autumn, 
and provides ample testimony of the tre- 
mendous power behind the constructive 
market forces. Heavy trading has been wit- 
nessed for almost a fortnight, but there are 
many who declare that this is not indicative 
of a normal, healthy market. The constant 
switching from one set of market leaders to 
another is further proof of the contention 
that the market appears to be in a distribu- 
tive state, with the possibility of a decline 
of far-reaching proportions in the making. If 
the market continues to forge ahead there 
are numerous issues which may be considered 
as favourites for the time being. Radio Cor- 
poration shares are going through their paces 
in 4 manner reminiscent of a year ago, when 
they broke away sensationally to record high 
levels. Columbia Graphophone also appears 
to be primed for a real move. Among Chemi- 
cals, Air Reduction, Davison Chemical and 
Union Carbide appear io be on the upward 
trend. Consolidated Gas and Electric, North 
American and Standard Gas are the best act- 
ing issues in the utility group. 

BOND ISSUES NOW THE FASHION IN 
AMERICA. 

The extent to which the medium for new 
capital issues im the United States has 
changed from Common stocks to Bonds since 
the Wall street break is strikingly illustrated 
by the figures for the first quarter of 1930. 
During the first three months of this year the 
total security flotations in the American 
market amounted to £387,651,600, against 
£454,845,200 for the same period of 1929. 
Of this total £359,541,600 is represented by 
Bonds and £48,310,200 by stocks; as com- 

red with  £221,659,600 Bonds and 
£213.185,600 stocks in the first quarter last 
year. These statistics indicate that wheréas 
in the first quarter of 1929 only 50 per cent. 
of the new financing was represented by 
Bend issnes, this year 88 per cent. was in 
the form of Bonds and only 12 per cent. in 
stocks.

Mahatma Gandhi’s march from Ahmeda. 
bad has had a safe ending; its success 
may be doubted, Yesterday, at six o’clock 
in the morning, at Dandi, the Mahatma 
and his fellow-pilgrims entered the sea 
and collected the water in pots. 
Evaporation did the rest; shortly after- 
wards, under the sun’s rays, the coveted 
and contraband salt lay visible, a Bethel 
in India. Thus, with all the ceremonial 
so dear to the Hindu heart, the great civil 
disobedience campaign formally has been 
launched, Yesterday’s events at Dandi, 
and throughout Surat and the Bombay 
Presidency—and, indeed, throughout all 
India—generally were unmarked by any 
serious émeutes, In one Bengal village a 
man was killed in a local brawl, a fact

The excess of 
imports over exports had become so great 
that the exchange in London was begin 
ning to move against Australia, and, in 
order to avoid a financial collapse, the 
Government realised that something must 
be done to redress the balance of trade. 
In the first place, all the available gold 
in the country was mobilised and sent 
to London. The Government of the 
Commonwealth, however, has not nearly 
enough gold to bridge the gap between im- 
ports and exports, and it has taken the 
extreme course of imposing a complete 
embargo upon certain types of imports, of 
reducing the amounts of another type by 
half, and of levying a fifty per cent. sur- 
tax upon a third type. These new restric- 
tions apply to virtually every class of im- 
port, with certain in vitable exceptions, 
and are calculated to reduce the total 
value of imports into the Commonwealth 
by £15,000,000 or £20,000,000 every year. 
Of course, they are purely emergency 
measures, which have been taken to meet

Railway Stations, 


Sir Felix Pole, formerly general 
manager of the Great Western Railway, 
predicts th-t, in the near future, when 
electricity finally has triumphed over 
steam, all terminal railway stations will 
be underground. When that day comes 
it may be possible for visitors to a great 
city to obtain a favourable impression of 
it. As things are now, the entering train 
puffs its way through rows of squalid 
houses, blackened by a perpetual dew 
of engine: smoke. Most urban rail- 
way stations were constructed amid 
the uninspired materialism of last cen- 
tury, when architecture was at its lowest 
depth and town-planning was unknown, 
A vague respect for amenities, fortified by 
certain practical considerations, prevented 
promoters from doing worse harm; at 
least, we can be thankful that they did 
not plant their stations in the main 
streets. In some respects, Dublin is 
treated more kindly than most. cities— 
Kingsbridge and. Broadstond are a high 
improvement on the general ruck of 
stations. Her two most important 
approaches, however—those that ent.r the 
city by Amiens street and Westland row— 
are dingy and unimpressive ; not only are 
the stations in themselves uncomely, but 
the lines are elevated, with the result 
that the visitor obtains a panorama of the 
city’s worst quarters. Now that the 
Shannon scheme is a fatt accomplt, in a 
few years, perhaps, a few inventions will 
ensure the electrification of Irish railways. 
Then, doubtless, the passenger will plunge 
into subterranean depths some miles from 
the city, and, passing beneath environs— 
by that time washed and gleaming with 
a cleanliness unknown jer a century—rise 
by revolving stairways into the magnifi.

A Sign of Grace. 


Soviet Russia has committed many 
crimes against common-sense and normal 
evolution. Nevertheless, something may be 
forgiven her for her latest action, in which 
she has set an example to the civilised 
world. Respectable Communist opinion, 
we are told, frowns upon jazz; a young 
man or woman who is suspected of “' fox. 
trotting ” becomes a social outcast, un- 
worthy of association with the complete 
Communist. The few low haunts that 
continue to pander to the decadent and 
reactionary taste of their customers are 
avoided by all self-respecting disciples of 
Stalin. Visions arise of a country whose 
youth throbs and languishes to the soft

the hoot of the saxophone. Alas! we learn 
with some sadness that the Soviet’s motive 
is not esthetic, but doctrinaire, It 
objects to jazz, not on account of its 
obvious demerits, but « a symbol of 
capitalism and the bourgeojsie. The 
lords of Russia love the dances of pre- 
revolutionary days no better than they 
love the syncopated swayings of a 
bourgeois Occident. Instead, they have 
tried to develop “ proletarian dances,’ 
and some of the more enterprising spirits 
hope that group dances, symbolic of in- 
dustrial organisation, will attract the 
young. Pragmatically, the Soviet 1s 
worthy of all honour in this affair: for 
any attempt to discountenance jazz 
deserves the applause of all good men,

that the re-election of the member to his 
seat on the Stock Exchange may be 
jeopardised.

for themselves, while others are refusing 
to have anything whatever to do with th: 
sweep. This does not preserve them from 
a flood ef requests for tickets, and each 
application has to be answered with an 
explanatory letter. 


The Indian Air Mail. 


The new route to be followed by the 
Indian air mail service has been decided. 
ana the revised time-table will be brought 
into operation when Summer Time begins 
next week. The machine leaving Croydon 
next Saturday morning will cross Europe 
by way of Cologne, Vienna. Budapest, 
Uskub and Salonika. This portion of the 
journey will occupy two days. On the 
third day the Mediterranean will be 
crossed, and for the remainder of the 
journey the old route will be followed. 
The complete journey from London to 
Karachi will be performed in just under 
seven days, which will represent a saving 
of about twenty-four hours on the previous 
time-table.

Thirty-four civil resisters to-day manu- 
factured about twenty pounds of unre- 
fined salt at Manisbathans, on the edge 
of the salt lake. Several well-known 
Caleutta shikaris were present (shikarts 
are members of a low Bengal caste), and 
helped im the operations. The de- 
monstrators, who were mostly satyagrahis, 
erected a small hut and placed an 
evaporating tank a short distance away 
irom 1it. 

The crowds that gathered to watch the 
proceedings were kept Lalf a mile from 
the coast by the police. These were under 
the control ot the District Magistrate, 
who was accompanied by Excise men and 
other officials. 

After some salt had len manufactured 
a small quantity was distributed to the 
journalists present, including Reuter’s 
Correspondent. In its unrefined state it 
looked very much like sand, but when 
tasted had a slight salty flavour. 

Later to-day smal] quantities of contra- 
band salt weve available in Calcutta in a 
pure state, the process of refinement having 
yeen supervised by Das Gupta, who is a 
chem'st. Quantities which would normally 
be sold for «a rupee fetched fancy prices, 
ranging from five to twenty-five rupees.

ITHE PROPOSED 


WAR MEMORIAL. 


LORD GLENAVY AND 
THE FUND. 


At a reunion dinner of ex-Service men 
in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, on Satur- 
day, under the auspices of the British 
Legion, at which Major-General Sir G. 
Franks, K.C.B., presided. 

Lord Glenavy proposed the toast of the 
British Legion. He said that ever since 
the conclusion of the war he had felt that 
the paramount and pressing necessity of 
the day was that every man of any honour 
or gratitude should see to the welfare of 
the men who fought and died for 
them in the Great War. It always 
had seemed to him that so Jong as there 
was any small percentage even of those 
men who survived the terrors and 
triumphs of that great event undergoing 
privation or suffering as the result of it 
they had an absolute duty which they 
were bound to discharge for them. 

There was a strange and sinister move- 
ment afoot to-day which found expression 
not merely in the Press but on the stage 
and in their literature, that the time had 


but the tears and the tragedy of the Great 
War, and that they should forget its 
triumphs and the men who fought and 
won it for them. He did not think that 
that feeling was going to get the upper 
hand, but he did believe that as time pro- 
gressed and as that great host of men who 
had been left as a debt upon them was 
diminishing, their interest and their 
devotion to their welfare was increasing. 


A GREAT ASSET. 

In the Free State alone there were no 
fewer than 160,000 ex-Service men. Let 
them just imagine if these men—trained, 
experienced, loyal and law-abiding citizens 
—were properly organised and looked 
after, what a valuable asset they 
would be to the Free State. If 
these men were properly. organised there 
was hardly anything that they could not 
accomplish in this Free State for them- 
selves and others. He had for some years 
past been very anxious to see the activities 
of the British Legion become more 
localised, and if this were done there was 
nothing in the way of justice and equity 
that they might not demand which would 
be refused to them. 

Personally he had always regretted that 
their Free State Executive had more or 
less turned the cold shoulder on the ex- 
Service men. (A Voice—‘‘ No.’’) They 
had not ‘done as much as they ought to 
have done. If the Free State Executive 
only realised what a valuable asset this 
body of 160,000 law-abiding, experienced 
men would be to them, he thought that 
they would play a different tune. 


THE WAR MEMORIAL FUND. 

He believed that a great many more 
people would contribute to the relief of 
the sufferings of ex-Service men if they 
knew how to set about it, and, in order 
to help them, he thought that local people 
should be organised and that people should 
be able to go to a secretary and satisfy 
themselves if a case was a deserving case. 
He spoke of the amount of money spent by 
the British Legion on the relief of distress 
among ex-Service men in the Free State, 
and went on to refer to the War Memorial 
Fund that was started shortly after the 
War. 

That fund, said Lord Glenavy, was 
asked for, and was to be applied to the 
distinct, plain and express purpose of 
founding a permanent war memorial. in 
some part of the city, that would remain a 
lasting monument to the glorious courage 
of those men who died in the war. He 
had read suggestions in the newspapers, 
which were natural enough in the present 
state of affairs, that this money should be 
used for the relief of distress amongst ex- 
Service men and not allowed to accumu- 
late as it was accumulating. 


A BREACH OF TRUST. 

His answer to that was that they could 
not expect that to be done because it 
would be a breach of trust to those who 
gave the money and gave it for a specific 
purpase—namely, a permanent war 
memorial to their honoured dead. It 
had been also suggested that the interest 
on the money should be used while 
the committee were making up their 
minds—and, goodness knew, they had 
been long enough making up their minds 
“—about it, and applied towards temporary 
relief. He was sufficiently a lawyer 
to be able to tell them that where the prin- 
cipal of a fund like that was to go to a 
special purpose the interest must follow 
on the same lines—it must follow the 
principal and must be devoted to the 
special purpose. 

But that did not explain or account 
for the long delay or very tiresome 
delay that they had in regard to 
the war memorial. He was told 
that the difficulty was owing to the fact 
that the Executive of the Free State had 
refused to sanction any part of public 
ground in the city being applied to such a 
purpose. He could hardly imagine that 
was so, but if it was, he thought it was 
a mistake—(a Voice—‘‘ It is a shame ’’) 
—and he thought that the Executive 
Council would be well advised if they were 
to devote in some of their prominent parks 
a sufficient space for a war memorial 
worthy of the purpose for which the 
money was collected. 


LORD GLENAVY’S HOPE. 

He did not believe that amongst their 
Irish people, no matter what their creed 
might be, and no matter what their 
politics might be, there would be any with 
envy or malice or ill-will in their minds 
with regard to a memorial of that kind, 
which would be put up, not to signalise 
any political triumph, not to signalise 
any particular party, but solely and 
only in honour of their brave dead. 
It was because he felt this that he did 
hope and trust that they would soon sce a 
solution of this war memorial question, 
and that the memorial would uili some 
ghape that would be a credit to those who 
were looking after it and an honour to 
the Free State.

REDUCED INCOME TAX 
AND FOOD IMPOSTS., 
From Revrer’s CoRREsPONDENT.

HOME FLOUR.

Information has reached master -bakers 
in Great Britain that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer is considering, in connec- 
tion with his ce ety sir. Budget, a 
schéme which provides for the compulsory 
u-e in the baking of bread in Great Britain 
of a stipulated percentage of flour milled 
from British wheat. The scheme is accom- 
panied by financial propusals for the 
encouragemnet of the growing of British 
wheat. 

The compulsory quota in contemplation 
is understood to be on a sliding scale, 
varying from 74 per cent. to 20 per cent., 
according to the available supply of British 
wheat. Anything like 20 per cent., it is 
understood, is impossible under the present 
circumstances. 


THE PUBLIC TASTE. 

It is assumed that a necessary feature 
of the scheme would be the regulation of 
wheat imports at the ports, but, so far as 
is known, no differentiation is proposed 
as between foreign and overseas Empire 
flour. 

Representatives of the master bakers 
have been privately consulted by the 
Government. The bakers are understood 
to be opposed to the scheme on the ground 
that it would prevent them from buying 
flour to which they are accustomed, and 
for which the public have acquired a 
taste. 

THE BAKERS’ PROPOSAL. 

At present bakers throughout the British 
Isles use about 20 or 30 per cent. of strong 
Canadian flours and blend them with 
varying proportions of British, Australian 
and Argentine products. 

The master bakers are believed to be 
considering a proposal to petition the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to permit the 
bakers to buy established brands of flour, 
and to do the blending themselves under 
a system by which they will be able to 
prove from their books that the requisite 
proportions have been observed. 


CANADIAN INTERESTS PERTURBED. 

The existence of the scheme has become 
known through Canadian interests, and 
there the proposals are regarded as a 
serious menace not only to Canadian 
millers, but also to Empire wheat pro- 
ducers as a whole. 

During the week-end the cables to 
Winnipeg have been busy, and it is under- 
stood that to-day or to-morrow there will 
be an emergency meeting of the Canadian 
millers to discuss the situation. 

The Canadian Government is said to be 
seriously perturbed in view of the unsatis- 
factory state of the wheat market.

THE ‘TAXATION OF LAND 
VALUES, 

A week brings the Budget that Mr. 
Snowden guards very strictly. Certain 
expectations, however, have been formed. 
Rightly or wrongly, it is anticipated that 
he will retain the McKenna duties for 
another year; that he will increase the 
death duties on large estates, and get 
extra revenue from income taxpayers by 
making the super-tax payable from £1,509 
instead of £2,000 a year. His schemes for 
reducing interest on debt may include a 
new issue of National Savings Certificates, 

with a lower interest than the present. 

He is expected to make a beginning 
with the taxation of land values, though 
whether it will be a penny in the pound 
on all land and mineral values, which, it 
is said, would produce twenty millions in 
due course, is doubtful. He is supposed, 
at any rate, to be after the land specu- 
lators who benefit by public developments 
of districts. 

Mr. Snowden is also said to have up his 
sleeve for announcement in his Bndgot 
speech on the 14th a scheme for taxing 
the profits made by tobacco manufac- 
turers, brewers and _ distillers, while 
hoping that such a tax will not lead to 
any extra charge for commodities to the 
consumer. 
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AIR PILOT KILLED. 


MACHINE BURNED AFTER 
CRASH.

George Edward Watts, of St. Maur, 
Totnes, Devon, lost his life in an air 
crash at Feltham, Middlesex, yesterday. 
He was the sole occupant of an aeroplane 
which, after crashing in Powell’s Orchard, 
Feltham, burst into flames and was 
wrecked. 

Watts was dragged out of the machine 
and taken to Hanworth Cottage Hospital, 
where he died shortly after admission. 

The aeroplane belonged to National 
Flying Services, of Hanworth Air Park, 
Hanworth. 

FELL LIKE A STONE. 

Mr. Sidney Edward Smith, a motoft 
engineer, of Staines road, SBedfont, 
Middlesex, who was an eye-witness of the 
crash, said: “T was outside my garage at 
12.30 when I saw a “plane go over. It 
was flying all right I thought when quite 
suddenly it shot down like a stone and 
immediately smoke rose in the air where 
it had disappeared. 

“T at once got out my own. motor 
ambulance, which I keep in the garage, 
and, taking along Mr. Marshall, the 
R.A.C. scout, who is on duty here, set off 
for the place. 

“When I arrived on the scene I found 
that the pilot had been got out of the 
machine and was being attended by Dr. 
Montgomery. We placed him at once on 
the ambulance, and when we got to Han- 
worth Cottage Hospital he was still 
breathing, but he died as he was being 
taken inside. He was badly knocked 
about and burned.”’

The 
present prospects of a five-Power agree- 
ment are, to say the least, gloomy. 

M. Briand has returned to Paris with 
the latest draft formula concerning Article 
16 of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, and it is not likely that the 
French view of this draft will be known 
until M. Briand returns on Tuesday. 


FIVE-POWER PACT DOUBTFUL. 

A three-Power agreement now appears 
to be a certainty, but it is extremely 
doubtful whether agreement can be 
reached on a five-Power basis, even if it 
took the form of a purely technical 
understanding. 

Reuter’s Agency learns from a French 
source that M. Dumesnil, the French 
Minister of Marine, will take part in the 
conversations which M. Briand is expected 
to have on Tuesday with Mr. Macdonald. 
This would appear to indicate that the 
negotiations have now reached the point 
at which it will be possible this week to 
deal as much with the political aspect as 
the technical and naval side of the ques- 
tion. It is not improbable that to-day M. 
Dumesnil, who, during the absence of M. 
Briand, is remaining at the headuarters of 
the French delegation, will have an inter- 
view with Mr. Alexander, the First Lord

CONFERENCE'S GREAT 
ACHIEVEMENT. 
a Sa 
U.S. DELEGATE ON THREE- 
POWER PACT. 

The Hon. Hugh 8. Gibson, United States 
Ambassador to Belgium and delegate to 
the London Naval Conference, broadcast- 
ing to the U.S.A. from London yesterday, 
explained the effect of the three-Power 
agreement in terms of reduction. “‘ During 
the past week,” he said, “ definite agree- 
ment has been reached between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. It 
means that from the fleets of the three 
Powers nine battleships are to be scrapped 
without replacement. 

‘Under the terms of the arrangement 
the Japanese battleship fleet will consist 
of nine battleships. The reduction of the 
combined battleship fleets of the three will, 
therefore, equal in numbers the third 
largest battleship fleet in the world. 


THE WASHINGTON TREATY. 

“This is not all. Under the terms of 
the Washington Treaty the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan were committcd 
to the laying down et twenty-six battle- 
ships between now and 1936. Under the 
arrangement of the last week not one 
battleship will be laid down during the 
next six years. 

“These twenty-six battleships would cost 
between 800,000,000 dollars and 900,000,000 
dollars. How much of that will be spent 
after 1936 depends on the next conference. 
None of it will be spent during the life of 
the Treaty made by this Conference.”’ 


BETTER THAN GENEVA. 

The great achievement of the Con- 
ference, he said, was that it had arrived 
at a basis for limiting all kinds of vessels 
in the three largest fleets. Cruiser, de- 
stroyer and submarine tonnage would be 
far below the lowest limit discussed at 
Geneva in 1927, 

Reduction was not the most important 
part of the agreement. A fixed agreed 
relationship between navies was what pro- 
duced security and good-will. For the 
three largest navies in the world the work 
left uncompleted at Washington in 1922 
was now complete. 


HOPE OF FIVE-POWER PACT. 

“We have good reason to hope that a 
five-Power agreement may be signed before 
we leave here,” concluded Mr, Gibson. 
‘‘ Whether this is to be we ought to know 
within a few days. If this is to be it will 
mark the most notable testimony to the 
existence of a more secure, confident and 
peaceful world that any five Powers have 
given since the war. 

“Tf the full measure of that agreement 
cannot be had at this session the three- 
Power agreement can be made, and made 
on a basis which will welcome in the 
others two Powers when their difficulties 
have been solved. We feel sure of 
ultimate solution for the work that has 
been done here and the spirit in which 
it has been done are such as to spell either 
immediate or ultimate success.”’

AN EXPLANATION. 


Councillor W. J. Shingfield, of Clacton, 
divisional organiser of the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union im the eastern 
counties, explained to me to-day the 
position regarding the importation of Irish 
workers for the cultivation of sugar beet 
and for employment on farms in East 
Anglia, against which the union is pro- 
testing to the owners of beet sugar 
factories and to farmers. Mr. Shingfield, 
who was an original member of the Execu- 
tive of the British Sugar Beet Society. 
said: “In 1924 we succeeded in getting 
Mr. Snowden to give a rebate of the tax 
on home-grown sugar, and to that extent 
the industry is subsidised certainly, on a 
sliding scale. Every year since 1924, so 
far as I can judge, some of the factory 
companies have made arrangements with 
the farmers to grow a certain number of 
acres of beet and to supply the farmers 
with Irish labour for the operations neces. 
sary to cultivation. Last year the numbe: 
was very considerable and the importation 
was general in the eastern counties. 


MORE ACUTE THIS YEAR. 


“The matter this year is much more 
acute, because the members of the 
Farmers’ Union are declaring that they 
cannot find their men full-time work. 
There are large numbers of farm workers 
out of work all over the place, and we are 
protesting now to prevent these Irish 
workers being brought in about May.’’ 

Mr. Shingfield added that the Irishmen 
would “ work from dawn to dark on piece- 
work, He expressed the opinion that at 
a time like the present, when there was a 
joint move for co-operation between farm 
workers and farmers; and when good-will 
was being fosterr’” between them, it would 
be absolutely st vid and unwise to bring 
the Irish worker here. The farm workers 
now were on fait., good terms with the 
farmers.

THE BHITISH HOUSING 
BILL, 

The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article upon the Government's Housing Bill, 
upon which discussion is to begin to-day :— 
On the whole, the bill may be said to lay 
down a more promising strategical plan for 
an attack upon the slums than could be pre- 
pared under existing legislation. For example, 
the new permission to provide smaller honses 
for aged persons, and, under the Scottish 
bill, hostels for single persons, is a welcome 
recognition that the type of house should 
conform to the needs and the means of 
tenants. Again, even the clause which seems 
most inspired by bias against owners of pro- 
perty may result in giving opportunities 
hitherto denied to them. If local authorities 
order owners to clear sites, at least these 
owners will be freed from the operation ot 


prevented them from rebuilding their pro- 
perty hecause of their inability to turn out 
tenants. But although there is much good 


also certain fundamental criticisms which Mr. 
Greenwood wili have to meet. 

In the first place, there is the difficulty of 
ensuring that larger subsidies will really 
be —reflected in lower ——rents. i 
has happened’ before, and it, may 
happen again, that larger subsidies 
have been intercepted by higher building 
costs. Mr, Greenwood has deliberately chosen 
to devote the bulk of his effort to clear the 
slums to the encouragement of new build- 
ing. His effort will, therefore, fail if there 
is such an increase in the cost of houses that 
the new subsidy will not close the gap 
between the economic rent and the rent 
which the slum-dweller can afford to pay. 

But it cannot be denied that in its present 
form the bill opens up new and unlimited 
possibilities of calls upon the ratepayer and 
taxpayer, and some possibility of undue 
favouritism of certain classes of tenants as 
against others. 
fore, to see that full value is received for 
every penny expended and that strict justice 
is administered. No one would wish to cast 
the slightest reflection on the integrity or 
ability of the great majority of local 
authorities, but, after all, the bill may not 
prove to be the final word of wisdom in the 
matter of slum. clearance, and, to explore 
alternatives by which, if need be, it may be 
reinforced and supplemented at a later date, 
is merely a matter of common sense.

like celluloid between two 
sheets of glass, but many difficult problems 
arise in the manufacture. ®pecification No. 
10258, in the name of Lancegaye Safety Glass, 
Ltd.. describes a method of manufacture 
directed towards ensuring satisfactory ad- 
hesion between the glass sheets and the cellu- 
loid material. and towards the prevention of 
the formation of air bubbles between the 


sheets. 
IRISH INVENTION. 7 

An important Irish invention in connection 
with paper-making is described in Specifica- 
tion No. 10257. and stands in the names ol 
Frederick Butterworth, of Dungarvan, and 
Robert William Horsburgh, of Saggart, as 
joint inventors. One of the difficulties in 
paper manufacture is to ensure an even thick. 
ness in the paper, and the object oí this in- 
vention is to control automatically the thick- 
ness. The method adopted to measure the 
thickness depends upon the use of the photo 
electrig cell. 

A beam of light ‘passed through the paper 
will vary in intensity with the thickness of 
the paper, more or less light being absorbed 
as dhe thickness inereases or de- 
creases, - The. beam. oí dmught aiter its 
passage through the paper is focussed upon 
a photo electric cell, and variations In 
intensity of the light produce variations in 
electric currents in the cell. These varia- 
tions are amplified and used to control the 
speed of the motor driving the paper-making 
machine, so that if the paper tends to 
thicken the motor is accelerated and the 
amount of ‘stuff’? fed to the machine in 
each revolution is reduced. 

FACILITIES FOR INVENTORS. 

Trish inventors and manufacturers do not 
vet seem to be sufficiently alive to the faci:- 
ties search afforded them by the In- 
dustrial Property Office. The library at the 
office, 45 Merrion square, is open to the 
public daily from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., and 
not only all Irish Free State specifications, 
but also all British specifications are avail- 
able to inventors cr others who wish to 
consult them. Much valuable information 
which the State has made available to its 
citizens is contained in the thovsands of 
specifications and other publication in the 
library of the office, and it is hoped that 
Irish manufacturers “will not fail to make in- 
creasing use of these sources of information. 

NEW TRADE MARKS. 

The number of new trade marks accepted 
for registration continues to show an nn- 
crease, as many as 329 being published during 
the month. Irish traders figure largely in 
the lists and are responsible for 50 of these, 
the fact that foreign traders are the 
proprietors of 59 out of 72 new marks applied 
for during the month is an indication that 
external interest in trade here is not on the 
wane. In this conrection it is worthy of 
note that the first action arising out of trade 
mark infringement in the Saorstat was heard 
in the Dublin Cireutt Court duringe March.

The 
Mavor, in opening the proceedings, said that 
Clonmel was at one time a great industrial 
centre, boasting of many mills, a boot 
factory, bacon yards, tanneries, a brewery, 
a condensed milk factory; but all except a 
few had passed away, and the town suffered 
in consequence. Senator Dowdall, Cork, 
pleaded for more native production, and the 
catering for the hom® market. They should 
be more self-supporting, and less dependent 
on the importer. They should at least feed, 
house, and clothe themselves. The Cork 
Industrial Development Association, © he 
added, would give Clonmel every help to 
revive industry. At th close of the meet- 
ing a branch of the Association was formed, 
FIGHT WITH POTEEN MAKERS. 

The story of a running fight between Civic 
Guards and a number of poteen makers over 
the Rutheskin, near Killala, on the 
night of February 7 last, was told to Dis- 
trict Justice Guy in KILLALA District Court 
last Saturday, when six men were prosecuted 
for various offences under the Illicit Distilla- 
tion Act. The names of the defendants 
were :—Peter McDonnell, Glendagh; Michael 
Ruddy, Creevesmore; James Gaughan, Glen- 
dagh; A. Langan, Ratheskin; Patrick 
Walshe, Glendagh, and Michael McDonnell, 
Glendagh. Walshe was charged, in addition, 
with assaulting Sergeant O'Neill and escaping 
from lawful custody, and Michael MeDonnell 
also was charged with endeavouring to escape 
from lawful custody, and with the larceny 
of a baton. Sergeant O'Neill, in the course 
of his evidence, said that the poteen makers 
scattered, five running im one direction, and 
two in another direction, Witness and 
Guard Gealish followed the five, one of 
whom, Patri¢k Walshe, got. stack in the bog. 
A fierce struggle ensued between witness and 
Walshe, on whom. he had to use his baton. 
The other Guards were examined and de- 
scribed: how, after a long run, they captured 
Langan, Peter “McDonnell and James 
Gaughan and Michael Ruddy. Walshe, who 
pleaded guilty, said that he got. four blows 
of the baton, and was rendered unconscious. 
The defence made by the other defendants 
was an alibi. The cases against Peter 
McDonnell, Michael McCormick, James 
Gaughan and Langan were dismissed. Ruddy 
was fined £12, or three months’ imprison- 
ment, and Walshe was fined £25, or four 
months’ imprisonment, 
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DR. GREGG AND NEED OF 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 
All Saints’ Church, Grange- 


gorman, yesterday. morning, the Archbishop 
of Dublin said :~—. 


Preaching in 


“I want to ask your earnest consideration 
of the subject: of religious education. It is 
one of the most vital parts of our Church’s 
hfe: it is real sustentation or maintenance 
of the Church. We generally apply the word 
‘ sustentation’ to the provision of mainten- 
ance for tne clergy—a most important work— 
but education is, im one more im 
portant, because it means the provision of 
maintenance for the people to whom the 
clergy are to minister. 

'“ As a Church we must stand together in 
this matter. I do not think people realise 
at all as they should how vitally urgent is 
the need that, by all the means in our 
power, we should educate in the principles 
of their religion the younger generation that 
in due time will step into our places and 
carry on the Church of Ireland tradition. 

“Our Diocesan Board of Education is the 
agent in this diocese for this most important 
work. The first charge on its funds is the 
provision of an inspector, who goes up and 
down through the schools of the diocese, 
examining the children and inspecting their 
progress and conferring with their teachers. 
We owe a vast debt to the teachers in our 
primary schools, a debt we cannot repay, for 
the instruction given day by day in our day 
schools; but the work of the inspectors 1s 
to enconrage and stimulate both teachers and 
pupils by testing progress. and seeing that 
the programme of teaching is followed. 

‘This work lies also in the Sunday 
schools, where he finds not only profes4onal 
teachers, but voluntary ones, to whom his 
visits should mean much encouragement. The 
Diocesan Board gives prizes to the pupils in 
various Sunday schools through the diocese 
where grants for this purpose are sought, 

“Other purposes are-—(1) Maintenance of 
diocesan boys’ and girls’ secondary schools 
in Dublin ; (2) aid in transporting children in 
the country te Church of Ireland schools; and 
(á) help to those who hope in due time to 
become candidates for the teaching profes- 
SION. 
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MODERN THOUGHT. 


SERMON AT CHRIST CHURCH 
CATHEDRAL. 


“Is Modern Thought Materialistic?’’ was 
the theme of the Rev, W. Nesbitt Harvey’s 
sermon yesterday afternoon at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin. 

There were still, the preacher said, many 
half-edycated people in the world who were 
shocked (as they put it) by things that they 
read in the Old Testament. Sometimes these 
people. were foolish enough to talk of them- 
selves as being too modern in their mental 
oujlook. If there was .any one marked 
characteristte of modern thought it was that 
it was saturated’ with the idea of progress, of 
evolution, of what a Greek philosopher would 
call: “the becoming, ' 

*The great scientific man of the present 
day avers that the plain man who knows 
nothing about science is under a complete 
illusion about the solidity of the world," said 
the preacher 

‘ Science knows quite well that there is no 
such solid thing as we ceall matter. It is a 
ghostly series of centres of force-protons and 
electrons—pushing apparently from no solid 


basis and against no solid target. The plain. Eucharistic Congress of 1932. 
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man may revolt a nttle against, this, and 
remark that his imagination refuses to con- 
celve centres of force with no solid thing in 
contact with them. The biological theory of 
evolution, the philosophy of progress which is 
based upon it, and that characteristic final 
analysis of things which are associated with 
the names of Einstein, Professor Eddington 
and Mr. Bertrand Russell, have at least this 
much in common—they all fall in harmoniously 
with the thought of the Apostle, that first 
comes that which is natural. but that the 
natural is only the provisional framework for 
the spirttual,”’ 
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THE CRUCIFIX. 
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LENTEN LECTURE ON “THE 
HILLTOP OF CALVARY,”’ 

“ The Hilktop of Calvary ’’ was the subject 
of yesterday's Lenten lecture of thé series, 
* Christ upon the Hilltops,” by the Rev. P. 
O'Donoghue, 8.J., at the Church of St. 
Francis Xavier, Gardiner street, Dublin. 

That day being Passion Sunday, the Church, 
he said, had just put on her mourning—statues 
and pictures were shrouded in purple, fore- 
shadowing the great tragedy of sin and 
suffering and death. On Good Friday that 
tragedy would reach its height. No sacrifice 
would be offered in that church. The taber- 
nucle would be empty. The Man-God would 
not there. But, while all else would be 
draped in purple, one object alone would be 
exposed for their veneration—the crucifix. 
That morning at the unveiling the priest would 
sing, “ Ecce signum crucis’’—*‘‘ Behold the 
wood of the cross on which the Saviour of 
the world did hang—Come let us adore!’’ It 
would be the festival of the crucifix; when 
the mystery of the cross would shine forth 
with special power. In preparation for that 
great day let them, in the spirit of Passion- 
tide, climb the sad Hilltop and gather round 
the first Christian crucifix that was ever 
mace, the cross that stood on Calvary when 
the tignre on it was the living body of Christ 
Himself. 

What did the crucifix mean to everyone 
today” Was it only an outward symbol, a 
trinket to be worn, or was it something that 
entered with a dominant influence into their 
daily lives and daily conduct? They could 
truly call the crucifix their own, for it was a 
thing which had been made by sin. How far 
did they really make it part and parcel of 
their lives. When suffering came, as it did 
in the life of everybody, how did they accept 
their share of the Cross! Did they try to 
hurl it from “them, rebelling against it like 
tha wicked thief? Did. they humbly submit 
to it in a spirit of atonement like the peni- 
tent? 

Suffering, accepted in this spirit, was very 
purifying, elevating and spiritualising. There 
was a higher and a holier kind ‘of suffering 
to accept the cross and to love it, because it 
rovided a chance to be more like Christ, the 
Man of Sorrows. Did they ever think of 
raising this ideal—making the cress the cruci- 
fix of love?
